METHODS OF PROCEDURE. 


The following method of procedure 
was approved: 

“First, the plenipotentiaries of 
Brazil, Argentina and Chile will pre- 
side over the conferences. The 
Brazilian Ambassador will direct the 
proceedings of the 

“Becond, the minutes of the pro- 
ceedings will be signed by the repre- 
sentatives and the three mediators; 
they will be countersigned by the 
three secretaries of the mediators and 
said minutes shall be drafted in Eng- 
lish, Spanish and Portuguese, and five 
copies thereof shall be made, namely, 
one copy for each of the mediators. 
The deliberations shall be secret. 

“Third, the full conference will be 
held, first, for the expression of the 
Views of the representatives upon 
their request; second, for the presenta- 
tion ~f basis of settlement; third, for 
thel: acceptance or rejection. 

“Fourth, the conferences will be 
closed by a full final session at which 
will be stated all the particular cir- 
cumstances which were considered in 
arriving at the final result of the con- 
ference, whatever such result may be. 
In the event of a favorable solution 
being reached, the minutes of the 
last full session at which said solu- 
tion was accepted shall form the basis 
of the protocol of documents to be 
signed. 

“Fifth, closing addresses by the 
mediators and representatives, should 
they so desire." 

An hour's conference was held to- 
night between the mediators and the 
American representatives which was 
almost wholly occupied in the pres- 
entation by the mediators of their 
views of the problem and their sug- 
gestions for its solution. These, it is 
understood, were placed before the 
American delegates informally as a 
step toward formal presentation later. 
The delegates were not asked tonight 
to submit the views of the Washing- 
ton government. 

The three South Americans intend 
so far as possible to sound out both 
sides before formally submitting their 
Plans. The general feeling was that 
tomorrow some of the vital issues in 
the Mexican problem would be ready 
for submission. 

While no move toward securing 
participation by the Constitutionalists 
has as yet been made by the me- 
diators, such a step would not occasion 
surprise as all plang are being framed 
by the mediators with @ view to ex- 
tending to Gen. Carranza an invita- 
tion to join in a settlement.

CALLS MORGAN 
MASTER MIND. 


Aldrich Also Had a Hand in 
New Haven Deals. 
Mellen Relates More Details 

of Mismanagement. 


Admits Far Too Much Was 
Paid for Other Lines. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May  20.—That 
former Senator Nelson W. Aldrich 
was primarily instrumental in. the 
sale of the Rhode Island trolley sys- 
tem to the New York, New Haven 
ahd Hartford Rallrogd for $19,000,000 
or $20,000,000 was the statement made 
late today by Charles 8S. Mellen, for- 
mer president of the road, in his testi- 
mony before the laterstate Commerce 
Commission. 

In resuming the stand Mr. Mellen 
further emphasized the dominant con- 
trol by the late J. Pierpont Morgan 
not only of the properties of the New 
Haven and Hartford, but of its om™fi- 
cialse. The witness referred to Mr. 
Morgan as the “master mind” of the 


system. 
Mr. Mellen admitted frankly that 
neither he nor any of his directors 


| had the temerity to openly oppose Mr. 
| Morgan's plans, although, he said, he 


sometimes disagreed with him. 

Ever in the acquisition by the New 
Haven of the Westchester property, 
into which miliions of dollars van- 
ished as in thin air, Mr. Mellen, who 
asserted he did not approve of the 
purchase, insisted that, had Mr. Mor- 
gan lived, the property might have 
been far more valuable than it is to- 
day. So, too, it was with the acquisi- 
Nashua and 
Rochester Ratflroad, in which Mr. 
Morgan, Mr. Mellen said, was re- 
sponsible for paying $15 a share more 
than the stock really was worth. As 
in the Westchester transaction, how- 
ever, Mr. Morgan, accordi to Mr. 
Mellen, would brook no in erence, 
carrying out his plans_practically with- 
out regard to the opinions of others 
interested. 

THE TROLLEY LINE DEAL. 


Acquisition by the New Haven of 
trolley lines In Connecticut and Rhode 
Island occupied much attention at to- 
day's proceedings. Mr. Mellen con- 
ceded that some of the properties had 
been purchased at too high a price, 
but added that they were worth more 
to the New Haven, at that time, 
than to anybody else. In purchasing 
tne lines, particularly those in Con- 
necticut, he sald, he encountered 
“sharp competition” from other pros- 
pective purchasers and thereby “the 
price was boosted.” é 

Mr. Mellen maintained that the 
trolley lines acquired by the New 
Haven, generally speaking, were val- 
vable propertics. and, while they had 
cost a large amount, he believed the 
money had been wr '! invested. He 
cited the three Connecticut trolleys 
which had been leased for ninety- 
nine years on a guarantee of 6 per 


‘| cent. return, 


At the close of the day Mr. Mel- 
len, who has been telling his story in 
a vigorous manner, giving illumingt- 
ing sidelights upon every detail of 
importance, perceptibly tired, His 
weariness, however, seemed to be 
purely physical. His answers were 
prompt and direct, and he apparently 
retained to the full his wonderful 
powers of memory and his compre- 
hensive grasp of details about which 
he was interrogated. 

Chief Counsel Folk indicated to- 
night that Mr. Melien might continue 
as a witness in the proceedings. for 
two more days or even longer. 

RELATIONS WITH BILLARD. 


Details concerning the relations of 


the New Haven and the Billard com- 


pany, through which the latter, or 
John L. Billard, made a profit of 
$2,700,000, were given Mellen. 
Toward the close of the morning 
session the purchase of the Wor- 
cester, Nashua and» Rechester came 


up. 

It developed that it was brought 
about by the late J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan, Mr. Mellen testifying that. Mr 
Morgan handled the details of that 
purchase. The road cost the Boston 
and Maine nearly $3,000,000. Mr. 
Mellen, while he considered the prop- 
erty valuable, frankly said he had 
not approved of the purchase of the 
property. 

The total investment of the Boston 
and Maine in the Worcester was 
$7,925,400, Mr. Folk showed. 

, “When Mr. Morgan told you he had 
bought the stock of the Worcester 
road at 165 from the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company, what did you 
say?" 

“I think I said; ‘Jerusalem’ or some- 
thing like that.” . 

“Why didn’t you remonstrate with 
him ?’’ 

“I did not think this was the way 
to approach Mr. Morgan. | 

“Were you afraid te remonstrate 
with him?” 

“It was not a question of being 
afraid. I had greater faith in his 
judgment than I had in my own.” 

“Was Mr. Morgan's the ‘master 
mind’ in New Haven matters?’ 

“His was the ‘master mind’ pretty 
nearly everywhere that Mr. Morgan 
was."

Folk read the minutes of a 
meeting of the directors of the New 
Haven, held in October, 1909, at 
which a report of the contract with 
John L. Billard regarding the transac- 
tion in 109,948 shares of Boston and 
Maine was ordered approved.

“What caused you to resume the 
negotiations after they halted?” 

“Oh, I had conversations regard- 
ing the matter with Mr. Morgan, 
Thomas L. Dolan of Philadelphia and 
others.”’ 

“Didn't Senator Nelson W. Aldrich 
see you about the matter?” 

“Yes, he called at my home and 
asked me what the status of the nego- 
tiations was. I told him that from 
my standpoint I did not think I could 
yield to the terms. He said he thought 
theni too severe and that he was #o- 
ing to see Mr. Dolan, as I understood 
it, and I presume he did. I believe 
it was the call of Mr. Aldrich on me 
that resulted in the resumption of the 
negotiations, but how important was 
his influence or what action he took 
I don’t know.” 

“Did the fact that he was a United 
States Senator at that time have any 
effect with you?” interrogated Mr.

“That had no influence with me in 
the matter.” aon 

“Wasn't he a large stockholder in 
the Rhode Island trolleys?” 

“I think he was.” 

“What did he say that led you to 
think so?” 

“It is not my recollection that he 
said anything to indicate it, but I be-.

The last time I was in Boston I wus 
on a political mission. It was in the 
summer of 1910, when, on returning 
from my native State, I met by ap- 
pointment at the Hotel Touraine a 
gentieman, Woodrow Wilson, who had 
journeyed hither from his resting 
place on the banks of the Connecticut 
River. .So it happened that I came 


} from Vermont and he from Connecti- 


cut to this abode of politica] inspira- 
tion in Massachusetts, for the purpose 
of constructing a party platform for 
the use of Democrats in New Jersey. 
We struggied manfully at the task 
for two evenings, and, since I had com- 
paratively small part in the actual 
construction of the document, I may 
say frankly with no little success. 

In any case the doctrine enunciated, 
though anything but reactionary, 
proved so pleasing to the Jacksonians 
in New Jersey that I had little diffi- 
culty in inducing them to accept it, 
and fm the following September the 
gentieman who had most to do with 
putting it into words was delegated 
to stand behind it as candidate for 
Governor, and itn due course of time 
was, as the current phrase runs, tri- 
umphantly elected. Thereupon, aft- 
er having put those principles into 
active practice to the great satisfac- 
tion of the State, he was called up 
higher, and at present is shaping the 
course of the nation from the execu- 
tive mansion in Washington. ; 

Of our foreign policies under the 
administration we may say, without 
undue boasting, that they are such as 
they are. Our attitude toward Mexico 
has not, of course, been to the liking 
of everybody in the United States,’ or 
to anybody, apparently, in Mexico, ex- 
cept our amiable allies, Mr. Villa and 
Mr. Carranza. But how, I beg to in- 
quire, could we make it more satis- 
factory or more consonant with inter- 
national usage without virtually admit- 
ting that we had taken a false step 
at the beginning, a quite impossible 
confession, as all must agree? And 
have we not confounded the critics of 
watchful waiting by our recent spir- 
ited action? Who now, In the face of 
forty battleships steaming fearlessly 
before the frowning guns of the im- 
pregnabie fortifications of Tampico, 
can attribute to us a craven spirit? 
I venture to say that as a result of 
that splendid maneuver the whole 
world has awakened to realization of 
the fact that we could, if we would, 
fight our way into that ancient village 
and capture it. 

Rut it is no part of our purpose 


to utilize the strength of a giant sim- 


ply we possess it. We have 
no eager hope to engage in a bom- 
bardment. which might conceivably 
result in frightful carnage through 
the bursting of a bottle of club soda 
upon one of our own battleships. To 
enhance our military glory is not our 
desire. That is not the problem. To 
Salute or not to salute? That is the 
ouestion to whose solution is being 
brought to bear al! of the unsuspected 
resources of our diplomacy. As true 
Americans, devoted to the cause of 
peace and forbearance, let us hope 
and pray that the Mexican govern- 
ment will not only accede to our gen- 
tle suggestion, but, what is more to 
the point, that it may be able to find 
somewhere in the vicinity of Tampico 
@ cannon that can be fired twenty-one 
times without exploding. Else how 
can we anticipate that our Secretary 
of State will ever be Able to place 
upon his brow the laurels of a world 
pacificator and clasp to his bosom the 
Nobel prize of $40,000, the equivalent 
of 80,000 full-paid subscriptions to 
the Commoner? But it is far from 
my intention to discuss our variegated 
Mexican policy at this time. I couldn't 
do it. I shouldn’t know, at the mo- 
ment, whether to laugh or to cry. 
But while our composite Demo- 


jcratic mind may at times seem to be 


closed, it is never really locked. We 
are always ready and willing to learn. 
No reasonable person, of course, could 
have expected us to recognize the de 
facto government of Mexico after we 
had once put our heel in the ground 
in refusal, but you may have noticed 
that subsequently when precisely sim- 
lar conditions arose in Peru and 
Hait! we lost not a moment in ac- 
cording recognition to what was, even 
though it seemed to our higher 
thought what it ought not to be, thus 
disproving conclusively accusations of 
obduracy and inattention to the de- 
mands of expediency. Never again, 
you may rest assured, shall we fall 
into the error depicted by Rameses 
Il, when, in giving instructions to the 
nephew who was to succeed him, he 
defined the difference between a dip- 
lomat and a lady. 

“If a diplomat,” he obererved, 
yes, he means perhaps: if he 
perhaps he means no; if he says no 
he is no diplomat. On the other hand, 


lif a lady says no she means perhaps: 


if she says. perhaps she means yes; 
if she says yes she is no lady.” You 
may be certain that we shall not soon 
again definitely, inflexibly, and irre- 
vocably negative the designation of a 
President by another nation. As the 
colored gentieman about to be hanged 
remarked, somewhat pathetically: 
“This experience is going to be a 
mighty good lesson to me.” 

So far as our other diplomatic en- 
deavors are concerned, we direct at- 
tention to the difference familiar to 
all between theory and practice. We 
denounced dollar diplomacy instinct- 
ively. The very word “dollar” grated 
harshly upon our tender sensibilities. 
We could hardly sleep of nights while 
Mr. Knox was making a sordid trade 
with Nicaragua. And yet when, after 
having been placed in authority, we 
listened, as was our duty, to the plead- 
ings of those unhappy neighbors, we 
not only confirmed the transaction, 
but voluntarily threw in $3,000,000 to 
boot as evidence of good faith and 
kindly feeling, no less than of our own 
contempt for mere dross, so long as 
it can be extracted without undue at- 
tention from the Treasury of the 
United States. 

So, too, with Colombia. There was 
a clear case of the pressing need of 


righting a wrong, and we are doing it’ 


or trying to do it after a fashion fully 
filustrative of our ma¢cnanimous dis- 
regard of millions. That the injury 
Was inflicted and that reparation 
should be made there can be no ques- 


tion, but why it is necessary to take 


$25,000,000 from our taxpayers, when 
but a few years ago $10,000,000 would 
have been most gratefully accepted, 
and to couple with this payment an

Occasionally we hear remarks of 
the dearth of employment for work- 
ingmen in this section of the country. 
But there is nothing in that. You 
manufacturers are very prosperous. 
You may not know it, but you are.

So, too, finally did the House, 
though with less grace, because Rep- 
resentative Good, of Iowa, disliked the 
appellation “footman” and wished to 
substitute ‘“‘messenger who shall act,” 
etc. After Mr. Good’s motion had 
succumbed to a point of order, Rep- 
resentative Murdock of Kansas ob- 
jected to the appropriation for “equip- 
ment for drivers,” which, he insisted, 
meant “livery, and nothing else,” and 
said emphatically: “I know the Secre- 
tary of State; I protest for him: I 
know the country from which he hails 
and its customs; we do not believe in 
that sort of thing out there.” Never- 
theless, since nobody seemed to know 
what is considered a suitable costume 
for a footman where footmen are un- 
heard of, and the only cards known 
are euchre decks, the protest passed 
unheeded and the appropriation was 
made with but one condition, that 
“equipment” should not -comprise

TWO WILsONs. 
During nineteen years, when Woodrow 
Wilson was parsing and dictating and 


master, Henry Lane Wilson was engaged in 
the diplomatic service of his country. Presi- 
dent McKinley commissioned him in 1897 
as Minister to Chile, where he served eight 


years. President Roosevelt offered him the 
post at Greece or Portugal, both of which 
be declined. He was finally transferred by 
President Roosevelt to Beigium. President 
Taft tendered Mr. Wilson a choice of the 
embassies at Russia, Austria or Turkey, but 
his private fortune was insufficient to main- 
tain the expenses of any of these European 
missions, and he accordingly declined them 
all. He was finally induced to accept the 
position of Ambassador to Mexico. 

During his nineteen years of faithful and 
Gistinguished service Henry Lane Wilson 
became a master of international law, who 
justiy ranks with Wharton and Hall. 

Woodrow Wilson, on the contrary, if sub- 
jected to a civil service examination for 
& small consulship in Europe, Asia or South 
America; would ignominiously fail, yet his 
incarnate egotism in the White House pre. 
sumptuously ignored the recommendation of 
hi3 namesake and intellectual superior with 
When Huerta became President de facto 
of Mexico, England, France, Germany, 
Austria-iungary, Italy, Belgium, Russia, the 
Scandinavian nations and most of the coun- 
tries of South America recognized him as 
such. President Wilson alone—in disregard 
of the principle of international law which 
declares that rulers de facto shall be rec: 
ognized as such by other nations regardless 
of the means by which they gained the 
power—obtruded. his ipse dixit, swept aside 
the law of nations and announced that his 
egotistical view of the moralities would not 
Permit him to recognize Huerta or have any 
dealings with him. This bombastic and un- 
warranted attitude was the source of our 
present difficulties with Mexico. If Huerta 
had then been recognized we should have 
had no more difficulty than has been ex- 
perienced by the European powers. | 
| Senator Alden Smith of Michigan in a 

recent speech said: 

“I. would not recognize President 
Huerta now. That time has gone by. 
The President by his attitude has made 
it impossible for us, with dignity and 
honor to ourselves, to recognize Gen. 
Huerta even though the rest of the 
world had done so. There was a time, 
in my opinion, when it might have been 
done with perfect propriety and under 
conditions which would have been ac- 
ceptable to the American people. Am- 
bassador Wilson named the time and 
the manner and the conditions for that 
recognition. It is a part of the record 
of the Department of State, and I am 

_ going to make it a part of the record 
of this debate for future verity. He 
was not trifling with the power and the 
dignity of the American government, he 
was cautious and diplomatic.” 

Henry Lane Wilson—months after Presi- 
}dent Wilson had refused recognition— 
stated frankly that it could not be made 
with the same effects and the same results 
as immediately after the assumption of 
power by the new administration. It would 
be misconstrued now as yielding to pres 
sure and force and would result in the loss 
of great prestice. 

Minister Wilson recommended that recog: 
nition should be based on the necessity of 
the two governments to establish full offi- 
cial relations with each other. He recom- 
mended that no recognition should be ac- 
corded unless the Chamazal, the Colorado 
River and the specific claims falling under 
a clear rule of international law should be 
submitted to an international claims com- 
mission, and an ample guarantee for the 
holding of a constitutional Presidential elec- 
tion should be given, and unless the Huerta 
government should be able to furnish evi- 
dence of its ability to restore peace and 
order to the twenty-sixth parallel, and un- 
less the American government in co-opera- 
tion with the Mexican government should 


| be permitted to cross the border and aid 
} the Mexican authorities in restoration of 


order down to the twenty-sixth parallel. 

Minister Wilson in his communication to 
President Wilson stated very plainly that 
if recognition was not accorded in some 
form or other our duties as a civilized na- 
tion pledged to the world to preserve the 
peace and order of this hemisphere pointed 
directly to an immediate and effective in- 
tervention. This intervention should be 
done in the following way: 


(1.) By directly removing the already 
decimated and ruined American popu- 
lation of Mexico. 

(2.) By the transfer of the charge of 
our diplomatic and consular establish- 
ments to the representatives of other 
powers. 

(3.) By the massing of our fleet in 
overwhelming proportions, aided by ef- 
fective marine reserves at every Mexi- 
can port on the Atlantic and Pacific. 

(4.) By the massing of our army, 
fully equipped for invasion, at every 
strategic point lying on the border 
States, and the calling out of the re- 
serves in all the border States. 

(5.) By the appointment of commis- 
sioners, one of whom should be the Am- 
basador, another the general in chief 
of the army, another the ranking officer 
of the investing fleet. and another a 
member of the Committee of Foreign 
Affairs of the Senate. The duty of this 
commission would be to seek, by a pre- 
liminary action, a reconciliation of all 
the contending forces in Mexico, with 
the understanding that their duty 
should be urgent, expeditious and not 
detained by any dilatory methods, and 
with a further understanding that they | 
should follow in the path of invasion, 
re-establishing the rule of law and dis- 
pensing justice and order in the name 
of the United States. 7 ; 

Any invasion should be accompanied 
by a public statement that our purpose 
is not one of aggression, but that we 
are acting in the discharge of a duty 
to humanity and civilization, and that 
when once constitutional methods and 
practices are re-established and firm 
government installed our troops will re- 
tire to the United States. | 
It was @ part of the duty of Henry Lane 

Wilson, as is tersely said by the 
Indianapolis Star, to make these rec- 
ommendations. He was in Mexico for 
the purpose of doing what he could to main- 
tain harmonious relations between the two 
governments, with due regard to the rights 
and dignity of both. Because he was the 
man on the ground and, therefore, pre- 
sumably better informed than outsiders as 
to Mexican conditions, he had the right to 
expect that his advice would receive re- 


| spectful consideration. But because he rec- 
ommended recogniticn of Huerta, and be- 


reveling in the despotisms of a school-

cause President Wilson had decided that | 
Huerta was a bold, bad man, with whom the 


Princeton pedagogue could not have deal- 
ings, his advice was not only rejected, 
not even made public. 2 

Now our government is intervening in 
a perfunctory, half-hearted, inefficient, 
watchful-waiting manner, not with the dig-. 
nified, justifiable and noble purpose of put- 
ting an end to murder, rapine and revolu- 
tion in a neighboring state whose interests 
and welfare interlock with ours, but in order 
to enforce the shooting of twenty-one guns. 

It is to be hoped that the A B C medi- 
ators may bring about peace, but whether 
they do or not, the United States will not 
easily emerge from the affair without loss 
of prestige. 


HE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 

France and French affairs have been 
very muck in the public eye of late, and 
the recent revelations in connection with 
the Rochette and Caillaux scandals have 
shown her government up in a very unl- 
satisfactory light. 

And the general election, which has just 
taken place, gives ominous signs. The So- 
cialists (as distinct from the Social-radi- 
cals,) have gained nearly thirty seats in 
Parliament, chiefly upon a platform of 
electoral reform. This fact has brought the 
whole system of French republicanism un- 
der scrutiny, a system that is conceded to 
have been a signa) failure after nearly fifty 
years of trial. 

That France has been ruled and badly 
ruled by an oligarchy, ostensibly elected by 
the people, but actually with the feeling of 
the populace against it, is the curious 
anomaly that is now patent to all students 
of the situation. 

Hillaire Belloc, in an interesting survey 
of the conditions, points out that this is 
probably due to the fact that the republican 
constitution of France was born of defeat 
rather than of victory; that it was originally 
framed and craftily conceived to aid the 
cause of monarchy, and that, once captured 
by the political machine, it proved a power- 
ful weapon in the hands of unscrupulous 
demagogues. 7 

Take the Presidency. This office waa 
originally granted extensive executive 
powers and -voted a large civil list, and 
the selection left in the hands of the two 
Houses of Parliament. With a royalist ma 
jority at that time it was assumed that a 
legitimate line would be 
chosen to fill a position, but instead it has 
resulted in the successive choice of 
mediocrity allowed to accumulate great 
wealth during his term of office on condi- 
tions that he leaves his executive powers 
absolutely dormant and turns a blind eye 
on the doings of his colleagues. 

And so with every other part of the con- 
stitution, which has been designed for the 
purpose of excluding popular action and 
making the restoration of monarchy pos 
sible, and which has become a powerful 
weapon in the hands of professional poll- 
ticians. 

The situation is peculiarly interesting in 
that Socialism has, to-all intents and pur- 
poses, ruled France for the past decada but 
in spite of their great powers under the 
constitution. the Socialists have failed to 
carry any measure of Socialist legislation to 
success. The great masses of the people 
are against them, and while the most radl- 
ca) parliamentary laws have been passed, 
the government has failed to secure obedi- 
ence to them. 

Thus, to take but one measure—the antl- 
clerical crusade—they have never yet suc- 
ceeded in more than partially carrying out 
the various laws and orders against the 
monks and the nuns. Officially these are 
forbidden to remain in France, actually the 
great bulk of them are still there in un- 
disturbed possession of their monasteries. 

_ And the latest political scandals have 
shown that corruption has been carried to 
an extent never before exceeded by any 
system of government, oriental or occli- 
dental, and France has had to face the fact 
that she has been ruled by a small coterie 
of financial houses with a cynical callous 
ness for twenty years or more. 

‘For the moment, there is a great uprising 

of popular indignation and the Socialist 


party seized the opportunity to ‘place the 


promise of electoral reform, introducing di- 
rect methods of voting for Parliamentary 
candidates, in the forefront of their plat- 
form. Hence their gains. But the French 
news rs are loud in their distrust of 
a ies at present forming the Parlia-

France is on the verge of a great upheaval, 
a great change and reform of her govern 
mental methods. 
There are more than a dozen distinct 
parties and factions in French politics, the 
names of which give small indication of 
their aims and ideale—Unified Socialists 
(40,) Independent Socialists (12,) Unified 
Radicals (72,) Alliumce Democratique (66,) 
Republicans of Left (50,) Liberals (30,) 
Right Party (19,) Independents (13,) and 
so on-——almost impossible for an outsider to 
comprehend. 

The political atmosphere is very tense in 
France just now.and there is a feeling that 
the whole present system of government, 
and the present Cabinet, are on their last 
<a given.their last chance to make 
good. 

Hillaire Belloc thinks that the politicians 
-are blind and deaf to this state of affairs, 
that they will pursue their cynical, corrupt 
way, and that there will be a mighty fall, 
and a mighty reconstruction in the govern- 
ment of France in the near future. 


WAPPING OFF ALASKA.

The people of Honduras point with pride 
to the circumstance that they and their 
progenitors have been British subjects ever 
since 1798. They appreciate the fact that 
they imported from the United States last 
year $1,327,500 worth of goods, and from 
the United Kingdom only $666,765, and ex- 
ported to the United States $2,249,732, and 
to the United Kingdom only $309,336, and 
that the only hotel in Honduras was built 
and is being run by a Yankee, and their 
electric-light works and other public utili- 
ties are due to American effort, yet they do 
not want the initiative and the referendum 
and the or to be prohibited the use 
of bitter beer and the wearing of checker 
board breeches.

MADAM GOVERNOR. 
‘BY EUGENE BROWN. 


The Times is frequently in advance of 
public sentiment and is a notable director 
of popular thought. The paper has not only 
indicated the plausibility and possibility of 
electing women to high office, but has posi- 
tively encouraged the idea of choosing one 
of her sex as Lieutenant-Governor. 

“Why not?” the paper has asked in large 
and appealing black type. The query was 
both argument and challenge and, there- 
fore, doubly effective. 

But The Times has no edge on me. I 


footfall may not sound, I am even will- 
ing to dwell as a citizen and taxpayer in 
&® commonwealth over which a woman 
should rule in the still higher office of 
Governor. It may be that she is not 
temperamentally qualified to sit with her 
heels on the executive desk and expectorate 
at an ornate brass cuspidor while discussing 
game warden appointments with the com- 
mitteeman from Mendocino county, but 
that kind of a Governor has faded any- 
how, and is seen chiefly in fiction or on 
the stage. 
Also the famous Governors of North and 
South Carolina, with their frequent hos 
itable meetings, exist only in legendary 
istory. Nowadays when a Governor 
greets a political friend he does not pound 
him noisily on the back and ask him what 
he'll have to drink. 
Not by a long shot. 
He takes him gently by the arm and 
leads him into a pale white cafeteria, 
where he presently regales his interior 
with a moist slab of cocoanut pie. 
There are few of the duties and amenities 
attaching to the office of Governor of a 
State that could not be gracefully carried 
out by a Woman. Except when some mine 
strike or internecine conflict seems to de- 
mand the presence of the executive on the 
firing line a woman could comfortably con- 
front most emergencies and even in the 
‘more violent case it is possible her per- 
sonal presence might be more effective in 
quelling trouble. There is a great deal of 
conciliation, arbitratien and compromise in 
the public business of today and in these 
avenues of service a woman might easily 
shine. 
Also. when it comes to rearing an unin- 
terestir.g series of half a dozen pimply and 
toothless infants and making sane and re- 
spectable citizens of them give me little, 
old Mrs. Woman every time. Such a 
modest heroine should be able to handle 
the ribbons over so trifling a matter as 
the affairs of a State of 3,000,000 inhabitants 
and guide it safely to its destiny. Party 
conferences and petty appointments might 
confuse and entangle her at times, but in 
the analysis:of pardon applications and in 
reviewing the practical needs of the State 
institutions her alert mind and innate 
sense of right and proportion might even 
indicate an improvement above a mere 
man. 
History bristles with the annals of queens 
—and some of them blondined at that— 
who have filled the loftiest chairs of au- 
thority with dignity, ability and renown. 
Several of us indeed feel that we could 
trade a Rex Hiram for a Regina Victoria 
without feeling the least bit that we had 
been buncoed in the deal. In fact. if we 
had in our households a hired girl who was 
as extravagant and negligent as the pres- 
ent Governor we would feel like having 
her pinched by the cops. And as relating 
to the office of Lieutenant-Governor, even 
the Scots whom Wallace bled would te 
glad to vote for a lady for that place, and 
no statute of limitations should impede the 
way. 
The Times has pointed out that there 
is nothing in law, constitution or fact to 
forbid the elevation of a woman to the of- 
fices of either Governor or Lieutenant 
Governor. The qualifications and condi- 
tions are the same. There is only precedent 
to overgome and these are being over 
turned daily. Even Galileo never dreamt 
of a Beachey looping the loop in mid-air 
with a ponderous gasoline engine strapped 
to his back. 
The only requirements of the constitution 
are that the Governor or Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor shall be a “person” over 25 years 
of age and five years a resident of the 
State. The modern woman is always ready 
to admit her twenty-five years—if she has 
had them. But she does not often like to 
be called a persom. When a woman says 
“person” she hisses it in about the same 
way a man says “old cat”—and they mean 
about the same. 
Nevertheless as a term of. political 
definition the word may be permitted to 
stand, and in the sense that a person is 
a human being with two hind legs and a 
vote women will accept the application 
with the graciousness of their sex. 
Women are gaining official recognition 
all over the land. The office follows the 
vote—and on occasion it has gone ahead. 
It is only within the year that women have 
been granted the ballot in general elections 
in Illinois, yet:a valued.feminine friend of 
mine has been a justice of the peace in 
Chicago for half a dozen years—chosen by 
the vote of the people. She is also known 
in California, having toured the State as 
a speaker during the suffrage campaign. 
She is Katherine Waugh McCulloch, whom 
we all loved as a girl as bright-eyed Kitty 
Waugh and who has probably done as much 
or more than any other woman alive to 
give her sisters in Illindis the ballot. In 
the average cases that come before mag: 
istrates and peace officers the: perception 
and justice of an intelligent woman will 
contribute more to the general good of the 
community than if the administration is 
at the hands of a man. 
There is a woman Senator in the Colo: 
rado Legislature, and many county and sev- 
eral elective State offices have been filled 
by women in various commonwealths. 
There have been women candidates for the 
Presidency and the United States Senate, 
but the offices of Governor and Lieutenant- 
Governor have so far never been awarded 
to their sex. 
The job of a Lieutenant-Governor {is 
about the simplest and easiest thing in the 
world and is hardly worth an active and 
aggressive woman’s while. It's not as hard 
as raising chickens, cleaning house or mak- 
ing jell, and might be classed as sweep 
ing off the porch or making the bed. About 
all the incumbent does is to preside over 
the infrequent assemblage of the Senate at 
Sacramento, and even that is not essential, 
as the Solons would as lef name

Smith said that he had been induced 
to deed Bowers a sixty-acre tract on 
account of letters he had received 
from C. P. Bowers and his wife, but 
the character of the letters was not 
indicated, except to say that Bowers 
Was continually complaining that he 
was hard up and could not meet his 


payments. 


Smith testified that he still owned 
the land, except the slice that he had 
given Bowers, to help him out, and 
as a complete settlement of all deal- 
ings between them. 

Smith is said to be one of the most 
prominent oil operators in the Tam- 
pico field, and he said yesterday that 
at the time of the fall of the city he 
had several hundred thousand dol-
